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HUMAN AND RAT PLAGUF.

(Daily Press, 9th December.) 

A volume of papers and reports upou 
bubouie plague has recently heen issued at 
home by the Medical Department cf the 
Local Government Board. The progress 
of the disease during the years 1898-1901 


‘and the measures taken against it in 


‘different parts of the world are described, 
the bulk of the report being the work of 
,Dr. Beucr Low, while the introduction is 
witten by the Medical Officer of the Board, 
Mr. W. H. Power, F.B.S. Certain parts 
of the report are devoted to the considera- 
tion of the question of the connection 
between human and rat-plague, a subject 
amhich is of great interest out here. ‘The 
Opinion of the local medical authorities, as 
in most parts of the Far East, is in favour 
of an intimate connection, and inleed of the 
great influence of rats in the diffusion of 
the disease. But, onthe whole, Lr. Bruce 
Low does not seem to ‘find the case avainst 
the rat as strong as las been supposed. 
The documents which he has had_ the 
opportunity of consulting, while supporting 
the theory of reciprocal infection between 
men anl rats, are not cunclusive ayiins: 
the rat us the introducer of~ the diseas :. 
From an abstract of the Local Government 
Board publication (for the full report has 
not reached us) it seems to be held that, 
as far as plague on shore is concerned, 
in some localitics man and the ral. suffered 
from plague coincidently ; in other Localities 
man suffered before the rat; and in others 
again the rat suffered autecedently to man. 
Moreover, when in a particular district, 
eithcr man or the rat has suffered antece- 
dently to the other, the interval between 
the invasion of the first and of the sccond 


variety of the disease has often been a long: 


one, ex'ending over weeks or months. 
Finally, it would appear, from the evidenne 
before Dr. Low, that bubonic plague may 
prevail largely among men without rats 
becoming conspicuously affected; and, 
conversely, that the d:sease may cause 
large mortality among the rats of a locaiity 
while failing to attack ifs human inhabit- 
ants. It would be interesting to know 
whether the painstaking observers of the 
Hongkong epidemics ar. inclined to accept 
these conclusions. From a general survey 
of the loval plague reports we should be 
inclined to judge the connection between 
humen ‘and rat-plazue to be much closer 
than stated above and to assign to thy rat 
a larger share of the gui't than is there 
assigned to it. In any cas-, as Mr. Power 
says, it would be unwise to relax precautions 
against rat-born plague until we have 
opportunities for fully mastering the facts.

He spoke to 
my servant but no one has made any enquiries 
of (my uext door neighbour) or myself. 
Cn the other hand I informed the Dire: tor of 
Public Works early in November in a letter, 
which he bas not yet. ack: ovludged, that on one 
day the amouut delivered throngh the pipe wes 
halfa bucket and I pointed out that that was 
not sufficient for 19 souls. 

(my next door .eigbbour) tells me that 
he has to Lave most of his water obtained by 
coolies. ? 

The supply casvot have been inspectel by 
an enszineer as be would have seen that an 
adequate supply cannot run through the size of 
pipe in 7 of an hour with the pressure allowed.

From that le{ter your Exe-l'ency will sea that 
poor old “Solomon,” the black man, was the 
most competent official whom the Director of 
Public Works had at bis disposal to compile 
this return. lam surprised at the asgurauca of

Correspoudence was lai:l on the table relative

included a lelter from Dr. J. C. ‘thomson. 

On the proposal of My. OsBorNE, it wus 
agreed that the letter die question should he 
published in*the Press. Dr. ‘Ihomson wrote 
as follows: — é 
“ Hougkong, 25th October, 190°. 

“Sir,—I have the honour to report for tho 
information of His Excellency the Governcr 
that I made a careful investigation of the 
nullah crossing MacTonnollf ltoad anl its 
neighbourhood with referonce to the presence 
of the larvee of mosquitoes on the afternoons 
of yesterday and the previous diy with results 
as follow :— 

“Tho most easterly of the three nullahs, that 
passing on the east sitio. of the Honourable 
Wei A Yuk's honse, is untrained and it swarms 
with anopheles larvre throughout. I found a 
gang of coolies acting under the orders of the 
P.W.D. commencing the wok of filling ia 
holes and levelling ont the centre of the bed 
of the stream.

THE MURDER OF MR. EVANS, 
pene: say 
‘ASSASSINS CAPTURED. 

We have received fro:n a reliable source the 
welcome news that the Chinese pirates who 
recently attacked a boat near the Bogue :Forts 
aud mortally wouuded Mr. Evans, have been 
captured by the local authorities and sent to 
Canton for trial. 

It sppe.rs that Mr. James Scott, the 
energetic British Con:ul-General at Canton, . 
after strong represeutations, induced the 
Vicorny to offer a reward of $1,000 for giving 
information which would lead to the arrest of 
the pirates. ‘The loc lity of the attack wag 
placarded with the offers of reward, and 
boat a woman seaing one went tof the 
military authorities and gave inormption 
She c-uducted the soldiers to a place/“near 
Ho-kw.i, in tha Tungkoug district, and 
pointed out s-veral boafmen and four, fald 
labourers as having ccommittcd the ‘deed. 
These were arrested and in theict passessioa 
were found a pair of marine glasses and a yair 
af trousers, which Mrs. Evans identified as her 
late husbaud's preporty, and also a quantity of 
foreiu rice. ;

Tytam overflowed early in June, and Pokfolum 
in May; but ordinarily Tytam does uot fill 
before the end of Seplember, and too often it 
does ‘not fill at all. This, then, is how the 
rider-main system would most probably work 
out.: When the reservoirs were overflowing 
water would be turned on full, but the moment 
the loverflow ceased this, owing to Chinese 
waste, would be no longer safe and the intermit- 
tent supply would step in. The Government 
would take no chance on having to import 
water from Kowloon as last season. The inter- 
mittent supply in the residential distric's mzaus 
an hour anda half per day, and in the. more 
favoured Chinese localities, say four hours. 
We might therefore reasonably couut on a full 
supply from the middle of Septembor to the end 
of October, if we were luckly, aud an hour and 
a half for the balance of the year.

alty are building their own docks, and a 
powerful compe‘ition, Butterfield 1nd Sw.re's, 
is coming iu{o ¢xistence. Tbeir dock wil not 
only ba the largest in the world, but they will 
also have slips to eccommodate vessels of 5 to U 
thousand tons. In the faca of these jacts, it is 
dificult to ucderstand how the directors can 
consent (o drop their request for the grant of 
£150,090 or £120,000 which they asked even in 
the heyday of the Company when it was enjoy- 
ing a monopoly. We are-astonished that tho 
directors should for a moment entertain {the 
absurd conditions which the Government annex 
- to the sale of the land, or think of laying before 
{he sharehold rs the scheme which wo ars now 
discussing. If when there was no opposition 
staring the Co. in the face, as is now the case, 
the directors did uof. feel Justified in building a 
mew docr. costing according to their own 
estimate £175(UU0 fo £150,000 unless the 
Admiralty contributed £150,000 or £120,000 
how cun they uow, without any confr bution 
whatever, think of proposing to build a duck to 
cost double their furmer estimate?

InN ORIGINAL JURISDICTION. 


Berore His Honour Sin Witiii1m M. 
Goopmuan (CHIEF, JUSTICE). 
LLPING v, CHUN TONG. 

The plaintiff in this casa claimed $16,070 
damages on account of the defendant having, if 
was alleged, taken away stones from the 
plaintiff's quarry at Mataukok. My. E, H. 
sharp, K.C., barrister-at-law (instructed by 
Mr. F. B. Deacon, solicitar), appeared for the 
plaintiff; and Mr. M. W. Slade, barrister-at-law 
(instruct d by Mr. E. J. Grist, solicitor’, for 
the defendant. 

Mr. Sharp, K.C., ia oponing tho cso, said 
the plaintiff was a building contractor; so also 
was tho defendant. Plaintiff was grantee from 
the Crown of the exclusive right to quarry 
granito upon the Crown lands at Mataukok. 
During the months of January, February and 
to tho 29.h of March, 19°], the defendant 
committed a breach of this oxclusivo right 
of the pliintiff to quarry granite there. 
{)-fendant denied that le had = quarried 
stone in tha area leased by the plaiatilf. The 
evidence would show that for a period of about 
2() years —in fact, he (hougbt more than double 
tha’. period —the right of quarrying geanite, as 


leased yearly to an individual or individuals 
called the quarry farmer. This right comprised 
the small incidental right to remove auy 
granite which hal been already quarried during 
the year of the leasa for one month succeeding 
that yeir, after the next farmer went in on his 
leass, That was to say, during the Jauuary of 
ths succeeding year the old farmor was per- 
mitiei to remove from the farm any granite 
already qu&rriel up to 3ist December. That 
right existed for one month. In the year 1900 
unl ap,arently for a few verrs before that year 
tho defendant was tho quarry farmer. For the 
year 19:1 the plaictiff! was (le quarry farmer 
and during that year had the exclusive right to 
quarry granite. There could ba no quest‘on, , 
le took it, what the right to quirry grnite 
meiut. 

H's Lordship—The less e has one month—to 
the end of January—to remove material which 
has bsen quarried during (he year? 

Mr. Sharp repliel in the uffirmative. The 
right to qnarry granite he took to mean 
blasting. excavating, or workiug it in any way 
within the farmed area or to take it away after 
it had been so worked. The plaintiff, he thoaght, 
was ontiiled to damages for the infringement by 
anybody —in this case by ths defendant—of bis 
exclusive right. Of this title to damages the 
defondant should be peculiarly aware os he had ; 
brought an action of a very similer nature 
agaiust another poicher in 1897, which was 
de idked ulimately by the Full Court. The 
system of working the farm appeared to be this : 
uny purchaser, any builder, wanting granite 
went thervand saw the quarry farmer or his 
fireman and the quarry farmer cmployed men 
himsslf to actually do the quarrying; also thera 
were a number of so-called quarry masters who 
had apparently a customary rig't, which 
however the quarry farmer wa; not absolately 
under ebligation to respect, to work in the 
different quarries within the farm. At the 
option of the farmer, he worked tho granite 
himself and supplied the purchaser or allowed 
the latter to-go to on» of those quarry masters, 
giving him a licencs to obtain so ouch granite. 
o» piyment of a royulty to himsslf by the; 
master. The tat farmer, he thought, duing the: 
later part of 1900 employed something like 300; 
or 400 men of his own to do actaal: quarrying: 
work to supply stone under certain contracts: 
between him and Messrs, Panchard, Lowther 
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& Co., who had very extensive works immediately 
north of| the farm. These works were fo: 
various purposes, principally just now for the 
making of concrete. At the period in question 
the works were in cours> of construction, and 
for their|construction defendant's contracts ran 
in the year 1900 and for the first half of 190L. 
Puonchard & Lowther required stone whieh | 
might bd divided iuto two class:s—building | 
stone and stone broken up for the purpose of

making concrete. A-large amount of work was 
done by: the defendant under the contracts. 
For example two long trenches were cut, 
about 4] feet deep and 5) feet wide, prac- 
tically the whole length of Lot 1.049 and 
these were filled up with concrete ‘for tha 
purpose of making strong foundations for the 
drying-bads for t'o immense blocks of con- 
crete. Practically the whole of the lot, too, 
was surfaced to a depth of ahbont 9 inches 
thick, also with concrete. Part of a bungalow 
also remainel to be built, and for all these 
purposes as well as for building a railway , 
embankment large quantities of s!one wero 
used. At the end of his 1930 l asa de- 
fendant. bid for the farm again, presumably 
for the purpose of carrying ont his con- 
tracts, but the plainfiff over-bid him. Thoy 
would provo that after Ist January, defendant, 
notwithstundiog the expiry of his Joase, went 
on employing practically the same number of 
men and did not stop work. He continued to 
quarry fresh ‘stone, cspecially along the 
northern side of the farm, which side was 
the most c-nfvenient to the works. Qn Ist 
January, the/plaintiff remonstrated with the 
On the 2nd, plaintiff 
| actually forcibly stopped the defendant's work- 
people, Next day, however, they had resumed 
. work, and plaintiff then found it necessary to 
taka other steps to stop them. The poaching 
went on until the 12th, when the plaintiff 
complained to the P.W.D. &till it coutinued, 
and on the 25th plantiff again went to P.W.D. 
and lodged a complaivt. On the 26th Mr. King, 
the Jand bailiff, was sent down to inspect the 
place, rnd made the first of a series of visi(s to 
the farm. On the following day the defendant 
ceased blasting, although he continued to work 
off building stone in other ways. On 7th 
February @ survey was made of the stone a leged 
to have: becn removed by the defendant. On 
8th February plaintiff summoned the defendant 
at the Police Court; the casa was heard on the 
12th, and on the 13th the defendant ceased work 
ing this large building stone. However, the other 
poaching, which had been carried om to a very 
much greater extent, of granite for concrete,con- 
1 tinued, and the evidence of the P.W.D. official: 
would be that plaintiff made repeated complaints 
to them. On 2nd March plaintiff commenced 
proceedings in the Summary Court, but-owing 
to the. value of the stone being altogether too 
great for that Court, the proceedings had to be 
withdrawn, Then the pressntaction was begun. 
On I1th March Mr. King paid his second visit, 
and inicompany with Mr. Gray of the P.W.D. 
ins ected the place, and again on the 16th when 
he found practically the same poaching going 
on, On the ]7th Mr. King sent for the 
defendant and warned him; {wo days later 
h4 visited the scene with Mr. Gray and found 
the situation unchanged. Then preceedings 
were again taken at the Pulice Court, and 
the eff-ct of these proveedings seemed to 
have been that the poaching slopped on 
the 2ist. The plaintiff claimed that a large 
quantity of stone was wrongfully taken away 
from the quarry to the works by the defendant. 
. Evidence was taken, and the Court afterwards 
adjourned.

CHINA OVERLAND TRADE REPORT. 


ENQUIRIES INTO COLLAPSES OF 
: BUILDINGS. 


————_—____@—____—_—_— 
SECOND STREET. 

Cn the 5th inst. bafore Mr. F. A. 
Hazeland and a common jury, an offical 
enquiry was opeped into the circumstances 
att nding the fatal house collapse at Nos. J0 
and 12, Second Street, on the 2nd August last, 
when four Chinee met their deaths. Mr. 
F. B. L. Bowley, Crown Solicitor, appeared on 
behalf of the Government. 

Tne jury of three was made up ag follows : — 
Messrs. C. W. Richa'ds, C. P. Pivtos, and J. 
H. Oxberry. 

Tn his opening address. Mr. Bowley sa‘d the 
real question the jury would hava to consider 
was whether anybody was to blame «for 
the full of the houses. No. 12, Second 
Street consisted cf ono story only, and tho ad- 
joining hous+, No. 10, of three stories; and it 
would be shown that the external wall of No 
10 fell on to No. 12 and carried it down into 
Wai On Lane, over which it was bnilt. The 
accident happened betwocn 5 and 6 p.m. on 
9nd August, when eteven people were in No. 
1°, and it was assuined that two of the victims. 
who were not residents, were sheltering them- 
selves from the heavy rain falling at the time. 
Of the eleven people mentioned, ten were preci- 
pitated into the lane, the eleventh, who was in 
the kitchen, which did not come down, cscaping. 
Two were killed aud the remainder more or less 
injared but not scriously. Tho dead body of 
one, & boy of 12, was foand by the police, and 
one woman who was taken cut alive died on the 
way to the hospital. At the time of the collapse 
a typhoon was passing the Colony. The wind 
began to risa in the afternoon, and at the (ime 
of the ac ident, according to the Observato:y 
report, was blawing at 49 miles an hour. 
During the samo period much rain als fell. 
But, coufinued Mr. Bowley, it would be shown 
that the force of the wind was nol typhoon 
force and that the rain was not cxeassive. ‘The 
his‘ory of the wall at No. 10 which collapsed 
was as follows: —Tho house was an old one, 
built in the six'ies, and was originally of tiwo 
stories. The year before last the owner, a 
( hinaman, had, under the sanitaiy laws, to 
open a backyard to the honso. aud he dacidad at 
the sain» time to iucrease the height of tho 
house aud wake it a three-story one. Accord- 
‘ngly he arranged with two contractors, both 
Chinese and workingrin partnership as builders, 
to carry out the alterations. One of these 
c ntractors went to Messrs. Denison & Ram, 
architects, and instructed them to preparo 
plsns. Messrs. Denison and Ram, the Crown 
Solicitor thought the jury would find, were uot 
cousulled in any way as {o the advisability of 
waking the alterations or aa to the stability of 
the houses. All they had to do was {o prepare 
the plins in accsrdance with the Building 
O dinance and submit them for approval to the 
Public Works Depaitment. Messrs. Denison 
and Ram did that, and there their connection 
with the matter ended. (‘n 14th November, 
Mr. Tooker, engineer in charge of work under 
the Building Ordinanc», iasued a permit for 
the work tobe done, and it wos taken in 
hand by the coutractors. - Mr. Crisp, inspector 
of buildings, arrived in the Colony on 9th 
November, 1900, and be would tell the jury 
that he had not sufficient {ime to inspect the 
house during the process of reconstruction. Asa 
matter cf fact, it would be shown that the 
work was carried out by the coutractors withont 
supervision or inspection by any European 
whatsoever. 

Evidence of a formal nature having been 
called, Laurence Gibbs, civil engineer in the 
firm of Denison, Ram and Gibbs, was ex- 
amined. He said that in October, 1900, the 
firm was instructed to prepare p'ang for 
alterations to some houses in Second and Third 

Streets, including No. 10, Second Street. 
Witness did not inspect this house before he 
prepared the plans; le was not instructed to 
inspect it, A Chinese clerk was sent to measure 
the work. On 8th August, on the instructions 
| f In Cheong, building contractor, he went and 
inspec'ed No. 10 to see how the pl ce 
could be rebuilt, but he formed no opinion 
from that visit as to whether the work 
had been carried out according to the plans. 
He noticed a lot of bricks on the ground floor 
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of No. 10 and also that they had very little 
mortar attached. Had the work been well 
built, there should have been more mortar. 
There was nothing special about the quility of 
tho byicks one way or another. Witness con- 
sidered that if the wall had been properly 
constructed and the house shut up at the time 
of the typhoon, it would not havo collapse t in 
the way it did. He did not think that the 
dimensions prescribed by the Building Ordi- 
nance for walls of that sort were sufficient; 
additional precautions might ba taken by 
building piers at the ond walls and by putting 
tie-rods at the rocf and floor levels. 

In Cheong, oue of the two contractors, suid 
$8,100 was the contract price for making the 
alterations to the ten houses in Third and 
Second Streets, and his profit lay in the month. 
ly wages he was to receive; he did not estimate 
how much those wage; were tobe. During the 
alterations to No, 10, the house had to be pulled 
down to the lev] of the first floor, and the old 
bricks, according to the terms of the contract, 
were nsed again, The younger brother of wit- 
n ss's partner, who was 26 or 27, superintend:-d 
the work. Personally, witness did not examine - 
the mortar used in No. 10, and could not say 
whether it was good or bad. The work, 
however, was carried ont in accordance with 
the plan deposifed. He visited the house twice 
with Mr. (:ibbs—once before the alterations 
ard onco after the collaps2.

Fe 
did not inspect the alterations during their 
progress; Mr. Crisp, und-r Section 75 of tio 
Building ( rdinance of 1889, was tho officer 
deputed {o act on behalf of the Surveyor 
General. Witness could uot say whether any- 
bedy from the P.W.D. inspectel the work 
during its progress. He inspected the scene cf 
the collapse on 22nd Angus‘, and came to tho 
conclusion thit No. 10 fell first and on to 
the roof of No. 12, causing it also to collapse. 
The portion of No. 1C left standing was water- 
roaked by the rain that had fallen between tho 
period of the collapse and witness's visit, but a 
cireful «xamination showed the bricks a.d ~ 
mortar to be good. The bondin: of the - 
briskwork was also good, so far as he 
could see. He examined, further, the ground 
floor of No. 10, and considered that it was 
sufficiently strong to support the additional . 
struc‘ure put upon it; there were no signs of 
the sinking of the foundations or of the party 
wall between Nos. 10 and 12. ‘Tiere was no- 
thing toshow that the work had not been carried 
outin accordance with the plans. Heattributed 
tho ‘collapse to the bad weather, and thought 
that the wind had got inside the house, which 
had been subjected to a series «f typhoons up 
to 2nd Angust. Tho wind getting inside the © 
house had forced the wall ont.

Frederick George, Acting Director of the 
Observatory, was called to prove the nature of 
the weather on the day of the c-llapse, accord- 
ing to the returns made at the Obszvatory.

Henry Ernest Yorke ULiggard, assistant 
engineer, P.W.D, was recalled and said be 
visited Sasonl Strest on the day after the 
collapse. He examined the bricks, andl found 
them to be blue, of fair quality. Th-y were 
very inferior bricks though of fair quality for 
the blue bricks usad here. The Hongkong blue 
biick was not a good brick, The mortar 
appeared to ba fair considering that the work 
was old, bat the 'bonling did nat apsear to 
be good. The wall was not sufficiently strong 
to stand tho extra story, aud witi ess wanld uot 
have allowed it fo bo erected. As far as 


dimensions went, the werk appesred to have : 


been carried out iu accordunco with the plaus, 
but the new work had not been snbstautially 
built aud properly bonded, Bounding out here 
was never gocd under apy circums auces. aud 
Chineso bricklaycrs ware pot competeut to build 
a& proper wall without supervision. Witness 
did not agree with (ue theory that the wind got 
in at the back cf the house and blew the wall 


‘out, as, from the divection in which it was 


blowing, the wind would strike the front corner 
of the house. 

- Alfred George Dymond, acting inspector of 
police, recalled, said that the whole time he aud 
those with him were working at the debris the 
wind did not blow against the back of the 
honse; the buildirg ws no! exprsel xt the 
back. 

Frederick Thomas Baines Hewitt, building 
surveyor attached to the Royal Huviue rs, said 


> that on 281 August he made a careful examiua- 


tion of the houses at Hand 32. Second Street, 
and again on 3rd Scptember. From what le 
saw, he judged that the brickwork was uot 
particularly good and not yarficula:ly bad. 
The bricks were blue bricks, the mortar 
was poor, aud the whole was badly  ymut 
together; tho bonding was bad, expecially 
at the corners. As to the situation of No. 
10, if was very much protected at the bck, 
and witness did not ac-ept the theory that the 
wind got in at tha back aud blew the wall cut. 
Had sucha wall been properly built it won'd 
hive b en sufficiently strong to aland average 
weather. 

This concladed the eximination af wilucsses, 
and Mr. Bowley summed up. Quoting the 
price that had been agreed upon Letween th:

Chefoo and Ningpo are doing next to nothing. 
Thero is no fresh nows from New York, but latest 
tulvices fram Manchest r report a quiet market 
with no change in quotations. The export from 
England during the past month amounted to 
fourteen million yards of Plain Cottons, which 
shows a welcome falling off, and it is to be hoped 
on behalf of the trade here that they wiil continue 
to come forward on a still further reduced scale. 
Cotton in Liverpool is quoted 4 48/1(Gd., and 
one telegram mentions it has a tendency to harden 
at that figure. There has been a speculative 
attempt to buy for delivery next Spring, but the 
prices offered are too frivolous to be entertained.

The companies wlio are only clear- 
ing expenses are placed in an entirely fal-e 
position—a position unprecedented in the history 
of these Islands; distrust generally prevails.
